Says Hypnotism Prevails Among Na- 
tivea to An Extent Appearing In- 

la OaploraUa. 

London. — Miss Beatrice Grimshaw, 
the weU known novelist, who has been 
15 years In the South Sea hrtands, has 

returned from New Guinea. As an 
indication of the wilderness and the 
uuknowu cliaracter of the vast tracts 
of territory compriaing that country 
ihe mentioned ttiat quite recently the 
missionaries, with the aid of airplanes, 
had discovered a valley containing 10,- 

000 people whose existence had not 
even been suspected. They were found 
to be living at an altttoda where it 
was imagined that hnnan life could 
not endure. She had a wonderful sto- 
rj- to tell of iter e.vperiences. To a 
representative of the Evening Standard 
she said: 

"New Guinea is one of the most 
noteworthy countries in the world, 
and a great deal of it has never been 
explored by white people. Within a 
eertatai (Vstanee the govmunent has 
done a great deal, but there are 
stretches in which cannibal tribes live 
to themselves. Many, however, are 
induced to work on the plantations, 
and the rannlbala are certainly the fin- 
est native vrotken, because of their 
physical development and their de- 
meanor. But cannibalism flourishes, 
and the people who practice It do not 
regard it as wrong. In the interior 
cannibals live to themselves, and it is 
only when they come under British 
jurisdiction that their cannibalistic 
tendencies are checked. One gets so 
accustomed to this question of canni- 
balism that it ia accepted almost as a 
matter of coarse. I taow tta cookery 
recipes now as to the beat Mithodi of 
preparing human food.

"In one part of the country there is 
a atone oven six feet long dug into 
a side of a hill for the purpose of 
dealing with the victims. The luliab- 
itants of one village may attack an- 
other. The prisoners are tortured ter- 
ribly, and then eaten. One method is 
to take out their eyes and then roast 
the body alive in the traditional tliree- 
legged caldron. Tlie cannibals break 
the bones and legs of their victims be- 
forehand sometimes^ and then let the 
l)(>dy lie in a ruimin? stream, which 
nictliod. tliey belii Nc, makes tlie meat 
mi>'.'e temlcr. The odd feature of it 
all is that the most determiued canni- 
bals are extremely weil-mannered, and 
in all other respects are the best work- 
ers you can find. As to whether can- 
niltallsiu springs tr.:!'.i the love of hu- 
man flesh or is merely a ritu»i one 
cannot aay. I think the cannibals real- 
ly like the human flesh. But yan can- 
not get them to talk about it. 

"Sorcery has a remarkable hold on 
the people iu tliis country, and the 
occult powers that are displayed can 
only be regarded by white people as 
amusing. The natives even have a 
sorcerers" university wliere natives are 
taught for a period of two years. 
Sorc«era can carry poisonous and 
dansaroaa snakes in their hair, and 
can train than to bite people, leaving 
tlieni loose in a house, and it is even 
possible, it is said, to make a suake 
bite a particular peraon. Equally ex- 
traordinary are the power* poaaesaed 
by conjurors. 

Saturated in Hypnotism. 

"I believe these natives understand 
hypnotism from end to end. They do 
table-turning with a sort of alligator- 
shaped image. They ask questions of 
spirits, and see blue lights. This hap- 
pens in tlie Gulf country. The power 
of hypnotism is u.sed to an extent 
tliat aeems ttarely credible, but there 
is no doubt, to my mind, that certain 
natives are believed to hypnotize 
wliole audiences, and they do it in 
one instance by means of a dance of 
the most peculiar character. I liave 
seen this dance, and the eztraotdfaaary 
effect of it. The performer apparently 
dominates the whole of the room by 
his actions. The effect of the dancing 
is that hypnoeis on a massed scale like 
this can be Induced In the wierdest 
possible way. 

"Several people have tried to Inve.s- 
tigitte the meaning of the mind, but 
they have not succeeded. It is quite 
obviona that tlie natives are aatnrated 
in hypnotism as a. result ot the prac- 
tice of many centuries, which enables 
them to do all sorts of tilings that to 
us are always inexplicable. I do not 
admire spiritualism or liypnotisin, and 

1 am rather glad to find tiutt it has its 
roots* among savages. 

"The position of women is deplor- 
able. They are in efiect slaves. Mar- 
riage is by purchase, and it is usually 
dependent on the numtter of pigs tliat 
can be offered by the bridegroom to 
the bride's parents. The pig, in fact, 
is thought to be of very much noore 
value tiian the wife."

Martial Law in Vera Cruz After 
Fight With Reds. 



Riotara inauH Soldiers and Try to In- 
aNailedB to storm JaH to 
Free Leader. 

Vera Cruz, July 8. — Martial law has 
been declared here after renewal of 
the clashes between the police, sol- 
diers and membera of the Bed Unloa 
of revolutionary tenants. 

Heron Proal, founder and director 
of the syndicate, is confined in the 
military prison, having been arreated 
on charges of homicide and sedition. 
The charges grew out of the killing 
of several soldiers and policemen who 
Intenened in a dispute between rival 
factions in the unloa, one party accus- 
ing Proal of misappropriating the or- 
ganization's funds. 

The rioters were led by women rad- 
icals, who arc said to have insulted 
the soldier guards and attempted to 
incite the jiyndicaUsts to storm the 
prison and free Proal. The newspa- 
pers are deiniimlin;; tliat tlie authori- 
ties take drastic steps to prevent fur 
ther bloodshed. 

The revolt of the garrison of the Co- 
pncabana fortress, which was finally 
put down by the poverntnent forces, 
was to have been jiart of a general 
uprising in which all the forts would 
join. Capt. Eudydes da Fonseca, lead- 
er of the rebels, is quoted by the 
newsj'.aper A Nottcia ns dodaitac attw 
his arrest. 

Capt. da Fonseca abaolved tmat 
blame his father, Blarshnl Hermes de 
Fonseca, declaring he was ignorant 
of the rebels' plans, whlcli were con- 
cocted witli the assistance of certain 
polltldaBa. At tfw iMt aoment, the 
captain said, he advised his father to 
retire with his family from the city, 
which he warned him WMld ahOfftly 
be swept by gunfire. 

The Journal do OoBunerdo, aeml- 
official newspaper, describing the tak- 
ing of Copacabana, states that at two 
o'clock Thursday afternoon the forces 
occupying the fortress tired of waiting 
for the return of Capt. da Fonseca, 
who at that time was treating with 
the government for their anrrender, 
and (1e<'lde(l to attack the tnrflininU 

forces In the vicinity. 
Adrandng down the Avenlda At- 

lantlca, which Is the residential drive- 
way along the seacoast, they met a 
force of loyal troops who at first be- 
lieved the rebels were on their way to 
■orTCBder. A volley firom the lat- 
ter, however, showed their intentions, 
and a battle followed which lasted foi 
more than an hour, when most of tht 
rebel leaders had been killed oi 
wooBded, and the remahider yWdad. 

Three battalions of infantry then 
occupied the fortress.

Juneau. — There Is gloom among the 
natives in Alaska today. 

From Point liarrow — tint fartbest 
nordH-to MetlakaNa maA Jtecra In 
the soath; from the headwaters of 
the Kofikoliwlm and Yukon down to 
the sea, is traveling fortli the word 
that "Kilbuclc is dead." E\-«i7where 
the new* permeatM, there Mlows nd- 
nessL Grown men and wwea amaiag 
the Eskimos and Indians grieve like 
children. All because the "most loved 
man beyond 54-40" is no more. 

For more than foor ^tecadea John 
Henry Kilbuck, Monde Indian of the 
old Delaware nation that roamed over 
I*enns\ Ivania before the days of 
Wasliington and William Penn, had 
been intimatdy aaaodated with the 
Klinkits and Takus of s<tatheastern 
Alaska, or the Eskimos and breed 
trilies amund Point Barrow. With 
his pale-fuce wife be was guardian, 
eoemdor, splritaal golde and friend. 

Will Nat Fargat Mim. 

But the country which Joha Kilbuck 
played such an Important part in de- 
veloping will not forget hiui. Tlie 
thousands of reindeer that roam the 
tondras onder the watchful eye of 
their native ahapharday - will fiN«ver 
remind the natives of him. It was 
Kilhuck who, at the request of tlie 
United States government, introduced 
rdndeer pn^gation in Alaska, and 
by so doing he banished the specter 
of famine that periodically wiped out 
entire triljes when tlie hard tlnns 
came and the winters closed in before 
tliey were prepared. 

Akjak and Bethel, both founded by 
the Moravian missionary, some day 
may grow into flourishing cities wht'n 
Alaska comes into its own. And they 
win cherish his memory. 

Doings of iiiissionaries. as a rule, 
make rather tame reading. But the 
activities of Jolui Kllhurk and his 
Wife were not confined to strictly spir- 
itual tiiinga. 

Four different times did the'KIl- 
bucks go "below" with the intention 
of spending their declining years in 
the States. And four times they went 
hack. The can was trresistlhle. 

The last time — it was to have been 
different. With all the best intentions, 
accentuated BMmories of past fail- 
ures to kasp good resolationa— the 
pioneer torchbearers of civflization re- 
solved to spend their declining years 
near the homes of their forefathers — 
on the ciiippewa Miaa i sas r i a tlon 
down in Kawaafc 

Deep down in their hearts, however, 
they had a "hunch" that the Harth 
would win. It always had. 

aa tha North Wen Again. 

In their little white and green cot- 
tage, nestllna la Oie Chli^ewa hills 
and overlooking the pladd Ifarals des 

C?ygnes river in eastern Kansas tlie 
Kllbucks were waiting. Waiting for 
word that the break-up in the Yukon 
and Kaskokwim was about to begin. 
Hiey had reached their dedsloa. 

"They need us. The influenza has 
reached Alaska. If it gets into the 
interior before we do nobody knows 
what win happen. Thousands may 
pcfMi. Th^ deer, now numbering 
thousands, will be cast adrift over the 
tundras — prey to wolves and wild dogs 
and equally unscrupuloiis 'breeds.' " 

With the first word of the thaw 
aey took a staamer' out of Ssattle* 

They arrived none too soon. Influ- 
enza already was taking its toil. But 
they did get there la tisM to save 
hundreds. 

The Kllbucks took ep tMr work 
where they had left off upon their de- 
parture for the States. They were 
Just whipping things into shape and 
getting comfortably settled for the 
last dwptar of their Ufe's hook when 
pneumonia and typhoid, diseases from 
which they had saved thousands of 
Uncle Sam's little Indian wards. 
Struck home. In three days Kilbuck 
was dead. 

It was back in 1865 that John Kil- 
buck atad his white wife arrived in 
Alaska. He had Just graduated from 
the Moravian Missionary school at 
Nazareth, Pa., where he had hesa 
aent by a rtirlstiaa worker 
the Kansa.s Indiana 

It took years to gain the confidence 
of the Alaska natives, but patience 
and kindness llaaQjr wcm iad bow no 
name is better known or more beloved 
among the Ala^a Indians or Eskimos 
than Kflbuck.

RULE WIFE CANT BE LIBELED 



London Recorder Quashes Indictment 
Against Husband Because of 



London.— At the Central OMmlnal 
court before the recorder, William 
Anthony Barter, thirty-four, draughts- 
man, was Indicted for publishing a de- 
famatory libel concerning Elsie Alice 
Barter, his wifle. 

Mr. Frederick Levy, for the defend- 
ant, moved to quash the Indictment. 
He quoted the decision in which it was 
held that a wife could not take pro- 
ceedings against her ^^iHt-d fsr de- 
famatory libel. 

The recorder referred to a passage 
in the d<>('isi(iii quoted In which it 
was stated that a libel might raise 
angry passions and a desire for re- 
venge, and lead to breadi of the peace. 
The learned judge thought, said the 
reeorder, that that should he SSttted 
in the domestic forum. 

Mt. Huntiy Jenkins, fbr the prose- 
cution, said he had Intended to put the 
point before the recorder. There was 
no doubt that the defendant wrote a 
number of scurrilous postcards. 

The recorder said: *TI a man hit? 
his wife she haa a remedy, but If he 
inflicts tlie nradi more severe injury 
of nriting libdoos postcards Ae has 

no remedy." 

Mr. Levy read a letter which the 
defendant liad written to his wife ex- 
pressing his sincere apologies for 

writing tlie jiostcards. He unreserv- 
edly witlidrew all the statements and 
expressed regret for the annoyance 
which had been caused to he)r. He 
also spoke of the "most bitter re- 
morse" wliti !i ho felt. Mr. Levy add- 
ed that the defendant desired him to 
emphasize the expressions of regret. 

The recwder said it was admitted 
by the pvooeentlon that the Indict- 
ment would not lie. The law protect- 
ed a wife from physical injuries whi< h 
her hu.«lianil inliicied on her. l)ut ai> 
parently did not protect her from 
cowardly libels. He qoaahsd tta in- 
dictment, and ttm 
charged.
